I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  area  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1943. 
as  in  previous  years  the  report  is  confined  to  essential 
matters  only.  .... 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  vital, 
statistics  continue  to  remain  s  atisfactory. ’  The  death  rate 
of  11.34  per  1,000  population,  compares:  very* favourably  with 
the  corresponding  figure  for  England  and  Wales,  which  was 
12.1  per  1,000  civilian  population,  whilst  the  birth  rate 
of  17.68  is  1,18  higher  than  the  figure  for  the  country  as 
a  whole. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious 
diseases  during  the  year.  Five  hundred  and  twenty  four  cases 
of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  I  would 
point  out  however,  that  measles  and  whooping  cough  accounted 
for  over  two  thirds  of  the  total  number  of  notifications.

Mr,  Chairman,  Lady,  and  Gentlemen . 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  details 
of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area,  and  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  my  Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1943. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  in  spite  of 
difficulties  the  work  has  been  kept  up  to  date  and  progress  has 
been  made. 

SECTION  C. 

Water . 

The  usual  routine  samples  of  the  water  supply  (public) 
were  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory.  No  unfavourable  reports 
were  received.  Samples  were  also  submitted  by  the  Water  Co., 
and  the  reports  confirm  that  the  water  was  of  good  quality. 

Croat  care  is  taken  by  the  Water  Company  to  ensure  a  pure  and 
wholesome  supply.  No  case  of  illness  attributed  to  water 
has  boon  brought  to  my  notice  during  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  important  improvements  or  developments  have 
taken  place  in  connection  with  drainage  or  sewerage.  The 
electrically  controlled  pumps  at  St.  Leonard’s  Street,  Now 
Kythc  Lane,  and  London  Road,  have  continued  to  give  good 
service  apart  from  minor  defects. 

Several  filter  hods  at  West  Mailing  Outfall  Works  were 
renewed  by  direct  labour  and  an  improvement  in  the  offulent  has 
been  noted.  There  is  still  room  for  improvement,  however,  and 
it  is  hoped  to  put  all  the  beds  in  good  condition  in  the  near 
future .

My  attention  was  drawn  to  the  pollution  of  a  river 
by  the  discharge  of  effluent  from  industrial  premises.  Certain 
works  were  suggested  and '  when  these  are  carried  out  -  it  is  hoped 

that  no  further  cause  for  complaint  will  arise.

(a)  Public  Cleansing. 

Re fuse  Collection  and  Disposal . 

There  are  no  important  changes  to  report  regarding 
I, lie  methods  of  collection  and  disposal  of.  refuse.  The  service 
has  been  maintained,  and  disposal  has  been  carried  out  by 
controlled  tipping.  Two  tips  are  in  operation,  one  at 
Preston  Hall,  and  the  other  at  Snodland, 

During  the  year,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Supply,  intensive  efforts  were  made  t'o  increase  the  amount  of 
salvage  collected.  Meetings  were  held  in  every  parish  and 
:;ho  number  of  Salvage  Stewards  was  increased  to  180.  In  this 
•work,  Mrs.  Smith,  organiser,  of  the  Women’s'  Voluntary  Service 
assisted,  and  in  the  parishes  where  only  a  few  Salvage  Stewards 
wore  active,  she  obtained  the  assistance  of  the  members  of 

the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service. 

The  total  amount  of  salvage  collected  was  557  tons 

jR  cwts.  which  produced  £1,945. 

As  a  matter  of  Interest  since  the  commencement  of 
the  salvage  scheme,  the  total  amount  collected  to  the  end  of 
the  year,  was,  1,727  tons,  nhioh  produced  the  sum  of  ^6,646.

Smoke  Abatement . 

It  will  be  recalled  that-  in  my  Report  for  the 
previous  year,  I  mentioned  that  in/esuigationo  h<„d  been 
carried  out  into  complaints  regarding  the  discharge  of  excessive 
smoko  and  dust  from  chimneys  of  industrial  premises.  During 
the  year  under  review,  further  observations  wore  made,  and  the 
firm  concerned  were  approached.  As  a  result  of  those 
representations  an  improvement  was  noted.  It  is  nos  possible 
to  say  that  under  certain  conditions  the  nuisance  may  not 
re-occur,  but  every  effort  has  been  made  to  try  and  obiiate 
this.  In  view  of  the  acute  labour  shortage  it  is  difficult 
to  suggest  alterations,  which  after  being  carried  out  may  not 

a  complete  success. 

Eradication  of  tho  Bod  Bug. 

Twenty  three  houses,  three  of  which  were  owned  by 
the  Council,  were  disinfected  during  the  year.  As  in  previous 
years  the  method  of  spraying  with  an  insecticide  was  carried 
out.  One  case  of  re-infection  occurred,  and  further 


treatment  proved  effective. 


Rats  and  Mice  (Do  struct  Ion)  Act',  1919, 

No  serious  cases'  of  rat  infestation  were  brought 
bo  my  notice  during  the  year.  Complaints  were  investigated 
and  dealt  with  as  necessary.  Every  effort  is  made  to  bring 
home  to  the  public  the  importance  of  taking  immediate  steps 
to  prevent  serious  infestation  of  premises.  The  Ministry 
of  Rood  officials  have  carried  out  good  work  in  connection 
v.ith  the  infestation  of  food  stores,  flour  mills,  etc..,

Housing:  Routine  inspections  w  .re  carried  out  under  the 

Housing  Act  and  Regulations,  and  in  consequence  of  informal 
action,  nineteen  houses  were  rendered  fit.  No  formal 
action  was  necessary. 

SECTION  E. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Eood. 

(a)  Milk'  Supply:  •  One  hundred  and  eleven  inspections 
were  carried  out  of  farms  and  dairies.  With  one  or  two 
exceptions-  a  good  standard  -of  cleanliness  has  been  maint  .d, 
throughout  the  area.  Defects  of  a  minor  nature  only  were 
nobed  at -the  time  of  inspection  and  were  remedied  without 
recourse'  to  formal  action. 

No  cases  of  infectious  or  other  diseases 
attributed  to  milk  were  brought  to  my  notice. 

Eleven  samples  of  non  designated  milk  were 
submitted  tubercle  facilli  examination. 

The  Milk  ( Special )  Designation  Order  1926  &  1938.
